session, Fi^d Douglass remained in Balti- 
more until his sixteenth year

lage on the eastern shore of Maryland 
His new master i reUtwe of his former 
owner, mlo tthose possession he came by 
inheritance professed to be an exceeding, 
ly pious man

prating on religion, and engaged in what 
he delighted to cill. ' brrogmg souls to 
Jesus ' • Despite all his religion, however, 
and his desire lo save souls he was, as 
Mr Douglass remembers, him, one o'the 
meanest, crudest and most pusillanimous 
of men 
For instance, shortly after the 


boy inived it St Mfh«) s he formed 
the acquaintance of a 
young 
white 


man named Wilson, who was indeed a 
Ctms.ttaa in the best sense of the term 
This voting man asked the slave hoy if he 
would assist him m establishing a Sabbath 
school at the house of a free negro who 
lived m the neighborhood 
The idea was 


at once eagerly seized upon by Douglass, 
and relying upon the well-known andi 
widely proclaimed religious connections 
of his master lor protection, he it once 
tunienied to ihe plan proposed by Wil- 
son 
Together they soon mustered up a 


few spelling books and a number of Testa- 
ments and hymn books, and with these 
and same twenty colored scholars, corn 
menced their school 
The first Sabbath- 


spent in teaching these children was ade 
'ighiful one to the slave, boy. 
He felt, 


perhaps for the first time in his life, that 
he hid a mission m the world. He saw 
that he could be useful to his fellow beines, 
ind he was more happy than he could ex 
press, but his happiness was not to con- 
tinue 
During the week which followed 


the first meeting of the school it became 
noised all over the neighborhood that Wil- 
son and the young negr«, Douglass were 
teaching slave children how to read
